LORD ASQUITH DYING, 
PHYSICIANS BELIEVE 


Family Called to Bedside of 
Former British Premier; 
Ill a Long Time. 


Sutton Courtenay, England, Feb. 13 
(A.P.).—The Earl of Oxford and As- 
quith, who as Herbert H. Asquith, 
prime minister, was one of the great 
figures of the World War, was believed 
to be dying tonight. He had been un- 
conscious since early afternoon and the 
latest bulletin issued by his attending 
physician, at 8:45 p. m., reported that 
he was slowly sinking. 

Oxford has been in ill health for a 
long time, but pulmonary complica- 
tions developed and his condition was 
immediately considered grave. 

Early in the evening Lady Oxford. 
Princess Bibesco, his daughter; An- 
thony Asquith and other members of 
the family were watching at the bed- 
side, but there was nothing in the as- 
pect of this quiet village to indicate 
that the aged statesman was battling 
for life in the brick house which bor- 
ders the main roadway. 

The whole British nation tonight was 
watching with deep sympathy the ebb- 
ing of the life of the man who held 
the helm of affairs at the opening of 
the great war and who has been part 
of the country’s life for the past half 
century.

fiow of trade in inter-American com- 
merce. ; 

Efforts to save *he conference from 
failure in this important task of con- 
cluding a Pan-American convention, 
however, were quickly put under way 
in a proposal presented by Jacobo Va- 
rela, of Uruguay, that any conventions 
reached here, instead of requiring the

| St. Louis, Feb. 13 (AP.).—Flying 
(through fog and rain, Col. Charles A. 
| Lindbergh completed a 1,200-mile non 
| stop filght from Havana, Cuba, by land- 
ing safely at Lambert-St. Louis Field at 
5:01 p. m. today. He was in the air 15 
hours and 35 minutes, 

Since his departure from Washing- 
| ton December 13 for Mexico City Col. 
|Lindbergh had covered about 9,000 
| miles on a circuitous route and had vis- 
ited fifteen nations and dependencies 
,in Central and South America and the 
| West Indies. Approximately 700 per- 
| sons, including members of the Thirty- 
fifth Division, Air Corps, of which Lind- 

bergh is a member, viewed the landing 
|of the good-will ambassador, who is to 
be the guest of all St. Louts in an 
aerial exhibition on the Mississippi 
River front tomorrow afternoon. 

“ig approach to the field was from 
the west at 4:56 p. m. Passing to the 
northwest, the Spirit of St. Louis began 
circling the fleld at an altitude of ap- 
proximately 100 feet. Lindbergh eyi- 
dently was scanning the field to make 
sure no crowd was in the way. 


Avoids Becoming Mired. 


He made four complete circuits. In 
descending he “gave the gun” to his 


mud. 

When Lindbergh got out of the plane 
there was backslapping and a chorus 
of greeting. as President Harold M. 
Bixby, of the Chamber of Commerce; 
Acting Mayor Walter Neun and others 
' greeted him. 

As mechanics shoved the Spirit of 8t. 
Louis into the hangar, Lindbergh posed 
with the official greeters for photo- 
graphs and movies in the light of flares 
which were burned to help out the dim 
and disappearing daylight. 

Lindbergh said he flew from Key 
West along the west coast of Florida to 
| Cedar Keys and then took a compass 
, course to St. Louls, which he followed, 
flying low. Visibility, he said, was 
“very low.” 

“I stuck to my course steadily,” he 
related, “and sighted the Mississippl 
River about 30 miles below St. Louis, 
followed it north to the Missouri! River 
and then circled St. Charles, Mo., and 
came into the flying field from the 
west.” 

This is the method used by mail 
filers and other airmen of Lambert 
(St. Louis) Field, when the weather 
does not permit them to find their 
bearings by the city.

American opera with themes ranging 


from jazz to Creole melodies; American 
Stars and an all-Washington chorus 
featured the opera “A Light From St. 
Agnes,” by W. Franke Harling, after the 
book of Mrs. Minnie Maddern Fiske, 
which was the gala opening of the In- 
ternational Festival of the Washington 
National Or-ra Company at Roli’s Thea- 
teri last night. The festival will last for 
two weeks and in all eight operas will 
be given by the ambitious Washington 
organization with the assistance of 
opera stars from five cooperating na- 
tions. 

W. Frank Harling, the composer, also 
acted as conductor last night. For the 
first time in Washington last night sax- 
ophones and banjos were used in a 
grand opera orchestra to emphasize the 
modern American jazz themes which 
appeared here and there in the score. 


Trio of Grand Stars. 


A trio of grand opera stars, Frances 
Peralta, prima donna soprano; Howard 
Preston, American basso, and Arthur 
Hackett-Granville took the principal 
roles in last night’s opera. ®, 

A representative audience from diplo- 
matic, official and residential circles 
as well as music lovers filled the theater 
practically to capacity. There were 
many brilliant box parties and a num- 
ber of formal dinners preceded the per- 
formance. . 

“A Light From St. Agnes” is a one- 
act opera and its presentation last night 
was preceded by a series of drama danc- 
ers by the Marmein Dancers to music 
of American composers. The music for 
these dances was conducted by Lamar 
Stringfield, American composer-conduc- 
tor. On the program of the dancers 
were two new American compositions by 
Mr, Stringfield, which were heard for 
the first time in public last night and 
evoked enthusiasm and applause from 
the audience to such an extent that 
Mr..8tringfield had to acknowledge the 
plaudits at their conclusion from his 
place in the conductor's stand. 

Because “A Light From St. Agnes” 
Was new to Washingtonians much in- 
terest was taken in the story of the 
opera. It was laid in a small town ‘n 
old Loulsiana where the Convent of St. 
Agnes had given spiritual solace to the 
villagers for years. Agnes Devereaux, a 

‘wealthy recluse, was its patron and in 
the last year of her life she retired 
there after building a chapel for her 
patron saint, Agnes. 


Cross of Diamonds Saved. 


After the death of Agnes Devereaux, 
her desire to redeem Toinette, the town 
Magdalene, is related to the woman. 
Toinette saves the big cross of diamonds 
worn by the dead} woman as she lay on 
her bier in the chapel by betraying her 
‘lover, who has planned to steal the 
jeweled crucifix and escape to New 
Orleans. Michel, the lover, stabs Toi- 
nette for her treachery to him and the 
repentant Magdalene dies, glorying in 
her rescue of the sacred symbol and her 
own redemption from a life of sin. The 
tragic elements and the deep religious 
sentiment were admirably portrayed in 
the music itself and a striking feature 
were the old Creole melodies of Louis- 
jana recurring again and again in the 
score. 

The jazz motifs were novel, but less 
satisfying. After all, jazz is not typical 
of American life on the whole and it is 
too evanescent in character to deserve 
perpetuation in grand opera. 

Surely in operatic drama, if nowhere 
else, we can dispense with the eternal 
jazz strains, the tomtom of a fevered 
modernity. 

Yet “A Light From St. Agnes” is built, 
generally speaking, on solid musical 
lines and in the main adheres to the 
classic traditions for this style of com- 
position. The plot of the opera was al- 
most too slender for grand opera set- 
ting and at times leaned dangerously 
near the melodramatic. 


Realistic Acting by Peralta. 


There are several good arias in it, 
notably the love aria, sung by Toinette, 
which was well done by Frances Peralta, 
who put much realistic acting as well 
as adequate vocal treatment into this 


opera.

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The action of the Senate in ordering 
the arrest of Robert W. Stewart, chair- 
man of the Standard Oil Co. of In- 
diana, after he had refused to answer 
two of the questions propounded by 
the committee on public lands, was at- 
tacked and termed an invasion of the 
oil man’s constitutional rights in the 
brief filed yesterday with Justice Jen- 
nings Bailey by Jesse C. Adkins. The 
attorney's contention was that in view 
of the facts which he cited the writ of 
habeas corpus should be made perma- 
nent, 

The grand jury, meanwhile, com- 
pleted consideration of the evidence 
which the Government placed before 
it in support of its effort to indict Mr. 
Stewart on the ground that he had 
been in contempt of the Senate. It 
was learned yesterday afternoon that 
all that remained to be done was the 
actual drawing of the _ indictment, 
which might occupy several days’ time 
in the event such action is authorized 
by the grand jury. 

Mr. Adkins in his brief, which is to 
be answered before the end of the week 
by George W. Wickersham, special Gov- 
ernment counsel, insisted that the 
Senate lacked the power to order the 
arrest of the witness for the mere pur- 
pose of compelling his attendance when 
the witness in question had already 
answered a Senate subpena; that the 
Senate exceeded its power because it 
had no legislative purpose in the pres- 
ent inquiry and that the questions 
which Mr. Stewart refused to answer 
were purely private and personal in 
their nature. 

“This case,” said Mr. Adkins, “in- 
volves the most sacred right of the 
citizen. Petitioner in the exercise of 
his best judgment conscientiously be- 
lieves that his constitutional rights 
were invaded. It was, therefore, not 
only his right but his duty to himself 
and to every citizen of this country to 
fearlessly stand upon his constitutional 
a at whatever risk or cost to him- 
self.” 

In support of his contention that the 
Senate was without the power to arrest 
Mr. Stewart to compel attendance, Mr. 
Adkins’ brief said: 

“To arrest the petitioner in order to 
secure his appearance before the Senate 
was wholly unnecessary. It was in dis- 
regard of his obligation to appear be- 
fore the Senate committee in obedience 
to the existing subpena. 

“To thus unnecessarily arrest peti- 
tloner merely to secure his attendance 


before the Senate itself as a witness 
was a direct violation of his constitu- 
tional right not to be deprived of his 
liberty without due process of law.” 

In criticizing the Senate’s power to 
make such an investigation. without 
some legislative purpose, the brief 
stated: 

“It is no duty or function of the 
legislature to look into the facts of sup- 
posed criminal cases solely in order to 
instruct the executive and judicial 
branches what to do with them. The 
legislature can no more direct. execu- 
tive function than it can usurp the 
judicial function involved in the prose- 
cution of particular crimes. If the 
Senate can investigate any case for the 
purpose of ascertaining who committed 
a crime, and of initiating a ‘law’ in- 
structing the executive to prosecute 
him, we have in the Senate a new form 
of grand Jury whose jurisdiction is vir- 
tually as large as the United States. 
and its possessions, and whose pro- 
cedure Is a stranger to the safeguards 
which .restrict the courts. 

“This is a judicial inquiry into pri- 
vate affairs, and is beyond the bounds 
of the power of the Senate, and under 
the decisions of the Supreme Court the 
witness has pursued the appropriate 
course to protect his constitutional 
lpg and of all citizens of this coun- 
Py” 

Dealing with Mr. Stewart's right to 
refuse answers to questions of a per- 
sonal or private nature, Mr. Adkins 
contended that: 

“Where the rights of the citizen to 
privacy and the necessity of the Sen- 
ate to make inquiry conflict, one right 
does not entirely override the other. 
but they must be reconciled, and the 
rights of the citizen protected as fully 
as can be done without destroying the 
power of Congress to act efficiently. 

“Applying this rule we respectfully 
submit that it clearly appears that the 
petitioner has answered every question 
put to him by the Senate committee, 
the answers to which could throw any 
possible light upon the matters of pub- 
lic interest. His testimony shows that 
he knows nothing about any illegal, 
dishonest or dishonorable use of the 
bonds at one time belonging to the 
Continental Trading Co. Having fully 
and freely answered every question in 
which the public could have any legiti- 
mate interest, it was the petitioner's 
right respectfully to decline to answer 
inquiries which then dealt merely with 
private matters.”

Arthur 
Hackett-Granville, as Pere Bertrand, 
was effective and Adolph Turner, as 
Pierre, deserves a special word of praise. 
Musically speaking, the best moment 
of the opera was the singing of the 
male quartet with Toinette’s refrain to 
the music of the castanets early in the 
There was haunting beauty of 
melody in this quartet and it is of a 
type which is apt to linger in the 
memory of those who heard it last 
night. 


Harling as Conductor Succeeds. 


That W. Franke Harling is a good di- 
rector as well as a composer of note 
was demonstrated last night. He con- 
ducted the orchestra with the hand of 
one entirely familiar with the score, as 
he well might be, and the musicians re- 
sponded to his enthusiasm with their 
best efforts. 

The orchestration of the opera is 
meritorious’ and original in themes 
Unlike many new operas, it was not 
reminiscent of the old ones, and it had 
a refreshing note of novelty in many 
passages and a swing and rapid tempo 
generally that carried the action of the 
opera forward swiftly and surely. 

The ensemble of the Washington 
National Opera Company sang well and 
showed evidences of careful training. 
As a matter of fact, the general im- 
provement in the chorus is one of the 
most hopeful signs about the whole 
movement. 


Will Be Repeated Tonight.

Dances Are Satisfying. 


The Marmeins, three dancing sisters 
who gave a program of drama dances 
before the opera, proved apt exponents 
of terpsichore, and their dances, with 
Lamar Stringfleld conductor, were 4 
thoroughly satisfying portion of the 
program. The shadow effects in some of 
the numbers were unique. The out- 
standing dancer was Miriam, who was 
a marvel of agility and grace, and whose 
facial and eye expressions were as much 
a part of her performance as her body 
movements. 

Miriam stood out especially in the 
“Dance of the Ship” and the “Egyptian 
Dance,” and also was one of the rea- 
sons for the ovation which greeted the 
“Machinery Dance,” by Holst, in which 
the story was graphically portrayed by 
these three unusual dancers. 
Stringfield presented for the first time 
two new compositions of his, “Cripple 
Creek” and “The Seventh Que,” Chi- 
nese melodies translated into modern 
harmonies, which reflect great credit on 
him as a composer and were novel and 
well conceived.

GOVERNMENT AlGnT 
TO SHADOW JURORS 
~ TG DENIED BY COURT 


'Siddons Voices View in Re- 
fusing Evidence to Substan-. 
tiate Oil Defense Claim. 


DECLARED AS TENDING 
TO OBSTRUCT JUSTICE 


Witnesses Are Heard, Includ- 
ing Wright on Making of 
McMullin Affidavit.

The lawful right of the Government 
to shadow an “unsuspected or unsus- 


pecting Jury” was challenged yesterday 
by Justice Frederick L. Siddons in 
biocking the effort of counsel for the 
respondents in the contempt trial of 
Harry F. Sinclair, W. J. Burns and three 
others to show by the testimony of 
witnesses that the Government has for 
years engaged in such a practice. 

Justice Siddons said in his ruling 
sustaining the objection of Maj. Peyton 
Gordon, United States district attorney. 
to this line of testimony that he “would 
be no less shocked if it were a fact 
and could be established that without 
rhyme or reason, except the claimed 
right. that the department might so 
trespass upon the domain of the judl- 
cial branch of the Government.” 

The court, in addition, amplified a 
previous expression by declaring that 
“in its opinion the surveillance, the 
shadowing, the espionage of an unsus- 
pected—and again I use a phrase, ‘un- 
suspecting jury’—impaneled and en- 
gaged in trying a criminal case in a 
United States court. is what tends to 
be an obstruction of justice and, there- 
fore, a contempt of court.” 


Simply Offer Evidence. 


As a result of this ruling the attor- 
neys for the respondents were unable to 
do more than proffer the evidence of 
fcur former agents of the Department 
of Justice who were called as witnesses 
and note their exceptions to the refusal 
of Justice Siddons to permit them to 
testify. The proffers, however, revealed 
that all of the witnesses, while employ- 
ed by the Department of Justice, had 
on many occasions shadowed “unsu- 
spected Juries” and in the language 
of Joseph Morgan, of counsel for 
the Burns agency, had “taken them up 
in the morning and put them to bed 
at night.” Morgan made specific men- 
tion of the Phillips war fraud case in 
this district in which he said that the 
jury, attorneys and witnesses had been 
shadowed and the Government agents 
entered the courtroom in order to hold 
their surveillance. 

The proffer of eighteen such wit- 
nesses was made by Judge Daniel Thew 
Wright, counsel for Henry Mason Day, 
without thetr actual appearance. Judge 
Wright said that In view of the court's 
ruling he would make the proffer and 
take his exception prior te the actual 
placing of the witnesses on the stand. 

Affirmative testimony for the day was 
limited, therefore, to Barton P. Stewart 
one of the Burns operatives assigned 
to the surveillance of the jury in the 
conspiracy trial, Judge 
Wright, who was transformed from 
counsel to witness, and Thomas Lodge, 
who served prior to the present case us 
counsel for W. J. Burns and Jack Dars- 
well, of Sarasota, Fla. 


Witness Corrects byrror. 


Stewart in his testimony corrected 
What he termed an error in his previ- 
ous testimony by eliminating Frank J 
O'Reilly, another operative, from a con- 
ference in which Stewart was assigned 
to shadow Edward J. Kidwell, jr., a 
juror, 

Judge Wright explained tn -detail 
the making of the affidavit by Will- 
lam J. McMullin, former Burns op- 
erative, in which the latter described a 
meeting between Juror Norman Glass- 
cock and H. R. Lamb, of the Depart- 
ment of Justice The effect of Judge 
Wright’s testimony was to show that 
McMutiin had shown great familiarity 
with the whereabouts of Potomac Fly- 
ing Field not only in conversation but 
in drawing a diagram of the place, 
while McMullin on the stand testified 
that he hac never been near the field 
at any time, but nad made the report 
of such 2 meeting between Glasscock 
and Lamb and ths affidavit at the di- 
rectio., of C. G. Ruddy Burns manager 
of the operation here. 

Lodge testified with respect to a con- 
ference on November 8 in which W. J. 
Burns, W. Sherman Burns, Ruddy and 
McMuulin took part in Lodge’s office. 
At that time Lodge said McMullin in- 
sisted that the affidavit was true and 
again drew an accurate dfagram of the 
flying field. Lodge said that McMullin 
asked if he could get into trouble be- 
cause of the affidavit and that W. J. 
Burns replied if he were telling the 
truth he couldn’t get into trouble. 
Lodge denied that Burns told McMullin 
to stick to his story. 

Daswell testified that he came to 
Washington on October 13 to keep an 
appointment with W. J. Burns and that 
in company with him went to the Ra- 
dio Commission at the Department of 
Commerce. 


Ruling of Siddons, 


Justice Siddons in concluding his 
ruling by which he sustained the ob- 
jection to the introduction of evidence 
of shadowing by. the Government said: 

“The court has said that in its opin- 
ion the surveillance, the shadowing, 
the espionage of an unsuspected—and 
again I use a phrase ‘an unsuspecting 
jury’—empaneled and engaged in try- 
ing a criminal case in a United States 
Court is what tends to be an obstruc- 
tion of justice and, therefore, a con- 
tempt of court. If I am right about it, 
it was a wrongful act. Not an act 
against any statute, perhaps directed as 
we find the statute directed here that 
condemns acts that obstruct justice or 
whose tendency, or whose direct ten- 
dency, is to obstruct justice. 

“Now I am asked to admit this evi- 
dence for what purpose? For the pur- 
pose of allowing the respondents here 
to show that for a period of time, 20 
or 25 years, the Department of Justice 
has been doing the sort of thing that 
this court at least has undertaken to 
declare constitutes an obstruction of 
justice or tends to obstruct justice and 
is, therefore, a contempt of court. 

“If am right about it, the admission 
of this evidence is simply to admit evi- 
dence to show that it is not an ob- 
struction of justice. And why? Be- 
cause the Department of Justice has 
been doing the same thing over a 
period of 20 or 25 years. I do not know 
what other men or how other men or 
how other judges might feel on the 
subject. They might take a very dif- 
ferent view than this court has taken 
of the matter. They might not have 
been shocked as this court was. 


Would Shock Court. 


“And it is not important excepting 
as to how such views on those matters 
are entertained by those appellate 
courts which direct and command the 
trial courts of the country. This court 
would be no less shocked if it were the

Jury of Men Selected to Pass 
on Murder Charge Against 
J. R. Brewer. 


PROSECUTOR BARES 
WHISKY TRAFFIC FEUD 


Shooting of Septuagenarian 
Farmer, C. V. Gundlach, 
Described in Court. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Baltimore, Md., Feb. 13.—The trial 
of Joseph Randolph Brewer, of Wash- 
ington, one of four prohibition agents 
charged with the murder of Charles V 
Gundlach, septuagenarian St. Marys 
County, Md., farmer, opened today 
before Judge Willlam CC, Coleman in 
the United States Court here. 

Robert H. Archer, assistant attorney 
general of Maryland and chief prosecu- 
tor, in his opening statement to the 
jury described Brewer as “a receiver 
ot bribes and the owner and operator 
of illicit whisky-distilling plants while 
employed as a prohibition agent.” 

Following a conference between 
Judge Coleman and counsel, the State 
elected to try Brewer first. The 
defendant is charged by Gundlach’'s 
wife with having fired the shot that 
killed her husband September 16 last 
when Brewer and three other agents 
sought an alleged home brew plant on 
cea Gundlach farm, near Leonardtown. 


Jury Quickly Selected. 


A jury of men, one of whom is a 
colored barber, was chosen quickly 
Judge Coleman refused the request of 
Mr. Archer that prospective jurors be 
asked whether they were financial con- 
tributors to the Antisaloon League. 

Brewer entered the courtroom this 
morning accompanied by his wife, a 
5-year-old daughter and Amos W. W 
Woodcock, United States district attor- 
ney, who 1s defending the accused man 
Brewer was arraigned shortly after the 
court convened, by Judge Coleman. 

After the indcitment charging “will- 
ful and deliberate murder” had been 
read to him by the clerk of the court. 
Brewer pleaded “not gullty.” 

Brewer, together with John T 
Fisher, jr.. Dan M. Jackley and Robert 
F. Cornette, jr., all prohibition agents 
were indicted September 22 last by the 
St. Mary’s County grand jury. Later 
all were released on ball. 


Bootleg Competition Charged, 


Federal Judge Morris A. Soper or- 
dered the case transferred to the 
United States Court in Baltimore when 
counsel for the defendants declared 
thetr belief that they would not receive 
a “fair nad impartial” trial in 8t. 
Mary's County, where feeling runs high 


| against the accused. 


Philip H. Dorsey, State's attorney for 
St. Mary's County, is assisting in the 
prosecution. 

The jury heard from Mr. Archer a 
story of rivalry and keen competition 
in the illicit whisky traffic in St. 
Mary’s county. in which Brewer was 
described by Archer as “having a big 

art.”’ 

‘ Archer told: the jury “Brewer was 
formerly an informer for the prohibli- 
tion unit and often turned in informa- 
tion which led to raids on his com- 
petitors in the bootleg traffic.” 

Brewer often had been a visitor at 
the Gundlach home until last July. 
Archer told the jury, when Brewer was 
said to have led a raid to the Gund- 
lach farm in the absence of the farmer 
and stopped a home brewing operation 
being carried on by Mrs. Gundlach. 


Farmer Procured Shotgun. 


When Gundlach heard of Brewer's 
visit, Archer told the jury, the farmer 
procured a single-barrel shotgun and 
told his wife that if he had been at 
home the agents never would have 
come into his house without a warrant 

It was this same single-barrel shot- 
gun, Archer stated, that Gundlach had 
when he attempted to stop the agents 
from coming on his property without a 
warrant in September when he was 
shot. } 

In describing the fatal shooting. 
Archer said: 

“Fisher was being aided back to the 
automobile of the agents by two of the 
four men who had come to raid the 
place; Gundlach was seated on the 
ground, his pistol and shotgun thrown 
away from him, calling to his wife for 
aid, when this Brewer approached him 
and put one bullet through his chest 
and another through his head.” 

Charges that efforts were being made 
by the State to withhold facts from the 
court were made by Mr. Woodcock 
when the first witness for the prosecu- 
tion was cailed to the stand. 


Surveyor Presents Map. 


Victor E, Warthen, surveyor, pre- 
sented a map of the property where the 
shooting took place. Mr. Woodcock ob- 
jected to the map because certain notes 
made by the surveyor did not concern 
the contour of the property. He de- 
clared the surveyor had made nota- 
tions marking the spots where the “ac- 
tion” took place, although the witness 
had not been present at the shooting. 

“There was another map made the 
day following the shooting and which 
was presented at the inquest, and ] 
want that map,” Mr. Woodcock told the 
Court. 

When Archer assured the defense 
counsel that the map would be pro- 
duced, Woodcock shouted, “I want it 
now!” 

“You will get it at the proper time,” 
Archer replied. 

The Court ordered the map produced. 

When Mr. Woodcock returned to the 
examination of the witness, he asked: 

“Why did you leave the notation, 
‘Bullet hole in corncrib’ off the second 
map?” 

The witness answered, “I was told 


upon you, Mr. Jury, during the whole of 
the trial of a case, because we have got 
a right to do it. It matters not that 
we may be discovered at it and that on 
discovery the court feels and every one 
concerned in the case may feel there is 
only one thing to do—that case must 
come to an end because it has been 
discovered that you have been doing 
this thing.’ 

“It would be a sad day for this Gov- 
ernment if it shall be established as a 
law here that each head of a depart- 
ment can change the common law and 
make another common law, a common 
law of one character according to the 
views of one head of the department 
and another common law according to 
the views of another head: of the de- 
partment, and all law that this court, 
the Federal courts of the country are 
bound to bow to and say, ‘Well, the 
Attorney General has said I have made 
this law; the Secretary of the Interior 
says I have made this law.’ 

“I do not believe for a moment that 
there can be found anywhere a sanc- 
tion for doctrines of that character. I 
fully recognize that I may err. It 
would be an astonishing thing if I 
were free from error, but I have an- 
nounced my opinion on that subject, 
gentlemen, and without going further 
into the matter I sustain the objec- 
tion to the admissibility of this testi- 
mony.” ie BA 
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not to put in anything that would hurt 
the case.” 

When Mr. Woodcock turned to the 
court and sald: “Your Honor, I hold 
that the State is deliberately designing 
to withhold facts from the court by 
presenting this map.” Mr. Dorsey 
leaped to his feet and declared: 

“I consider Mr. Woodcock’s remarks 
a direct reflection upon myself and 
upon the State.” 

The court ordered the objectionable 
map notation erased. 

Mr. Woodcock made repeated objec-

FLIGHT OF SANDINO 
DENIED IN NICARAGUA | 


Rebel Leader About 15 Miles| 


Northwest of Matagalpa, 
Marines Believe. 


Manaugua, Nicaragua, Feb; 13 (A.P.). 
Advices available in Nicaragua today 
indicate that a report received in the 

Inited States that Augustino Sandino, 
Nicaraguan rebel leader, is fleeing to 
Honduras is unfounded. 

Sandino, who has been operating in 
Neuva Segovia, a northern department 
of Niciragua, for the past six months, 
two weeks ago slipped southeast fro 
his former stronghold of El Chipote to 
San Rafael del Norte. He remained 
there a few days and appeared at sev- 
eral coffee plantations in the vicinity 
of the city of Matagalpa. 

The exact whereabouts of the rebel 
leader are not Known, but it is felt 
here that he probably is from 12 to 
15 miles northwest of Matagalpa in a 
mountaingus region. The military au- 
thorities believe that as long as he has 
the almost inaccessible region to his 
rear, where he can retreat swiftly, it 
will be most difficult to capture him, 
unless by surprise. 

The rainy season is approaching, 
making transportation of troops and 
supplies almost impossible and conse- 
quently the clearing up of the northern 
districts of the Sandino bands is ex- 
pected to be a slow procedure.

Jury Acquits Former Mexican 
President and 4 Others 
in Arms Case. 


MANY CLASHES AT TRIAL 


Los Angeles, Feb. 13 (A.P.).—Adolfo 
de ia Huerta, former provisional presi- 
dent of Mexico, and four others charged 
with attempting to violate the neu- 
trality laws of the United States, were 


acquitted by a jury in Federal Court 
today. 

A verdict of not guilty was returned 
2 hours and 47 minutes after the jury 
received the case. The former presi- 
dent and his associates had been ac- 
cused of a conspiracy to foment a revo- 
lution among Yaqui Indians in §So- 


nora, Mexico. De la Huerta received 
the verdict with no display of emotion. 

Those acquitted with him were his 
secretary, Louls Gayou; Alfonso G. 
Moretin, Francisco Ferriz and Enrique 
Berceda, 

Frequent c lashes between defense and 
prosecution attorneys marked the clos- 
ing hours of the trial. At one junc- 
ture Frank P. Dougherty, attorney for 
the defense, challenged the acqyracy 
of references made by United St At- 
torney Gallagher. 

“It is ridiculous and absurd that, a 

man of the caliber of De la Huerta 
would attempt to violate the laws of 
this country or start a revolution with 
20 rifies and 2,300 rounds of ammunil- 
tion,” Dougherty said. “De la Huerta 
is a man of great poise and dignity. He 
is well versed on Mexican and inter- 
national law.” 

De la Huerta testified that Gayou 
purchased the guns and ammunition 
for the sole purpose of taking over the 
police duty of Nogales, Mexico, should 
the reported Yaqui Indian uprising 
spread to that city. He denied he had 
attempted to furnish the Yaqui with 
war supplies, adding that through his 
secretary he had sought permission 
from Washington to transport — arms 
into Mexico. 

Gayou was arrested in Tucson, Ariz.. 
when the agents found him in posses- 
sion of the arms. 

De la Huerta, according to his testi- | 
mony, was arrested in Nogales while | 
seated in the home of a friend. “I re- | 
he said, “because I recog- 
nized two of the arresting officers as 
Mexican officials who were not friendly 
to me and I thought they were going to 
take me for a ride in their car, one that 
I would not return from,”

posals, 

The naval committee today will con- 
tinue consideration of the warship 
building program, having summoned 
officials of shipbuilding companies for 
questioning.

| The United States battle fleet, consist- 


ing of ten dreadnaughts, steamed out of 


| the harbor early today for its most spec- 


tacular drill of the gunnery year—force 
battle practice. 

The battleships were to be joined off 
San Diego by the destroyer, submarine 
and aircraft divisions to steam south- 
ward off the Mexican coast, where the 
big guns will boom on Wednesday. 

Included in the dreadnaught squad- 
ron was the U. 8. S. Colorado, which 
arrived here Saturday from Puget 
Sound Navy Yard. Although under 
quarantine because of several mild cases 
of cerebrospinal fever when she arrfved 
here, the Colorado went out for the 
gunnery practice, still carrying a quar- 
antined sick list. 

Tomorrow will be given over to fleet 
tactics. Wednesday morning at 11 
o’ciock Admiral Louis Desteiguer, fleet 
commander from the bridge of the U. 
S. S. California, will give the order 
“commence firing.” 

For seven minutes all armament will 
be unleashed in simulation of a gigan- 
tic sea battle. The division of nearly a 
hundred aircraft, the destroyers and 
the submarines will wage a point at- 
tack upon the ponderous long-range 
firing dreadnaughts. 

The fleet is due to return here Thurs- 
day morning.

WILLIS DELIVERS EULOGY 
OF MARTYRED PRESIDENT 


New York House Member In- 
troduces Bill to Make Day 
Holiday in District. 


Observance of the 119th birthday an- 
Niversary of Abraham Lincoln was con- 
tinued yesterday in the Nation’s Capi- 
tal. In both houses of Congress repre- 
sentatives of the North and South alike 
united to revere the memory of the 
great American. Veterans of the Civil 
War stood side by side with young vet- 
erans of more recent conflicts in the 
beautiful Lincoln Memorial, while sev- 
enteen patriotic organizations joined 
in paying tribute to the Emancipator 


under the auspices of the Military Or- | 


der of the Loyal Legion. 


Dixieland’s tribute to Lincoln was paid | 


in the Senate by Senator Joseph T. Rob- 
inson, of Arkansas, 
leader. If Lincoln could return 
today. Senator Robinson declared, he 
would find nowhere a more cheerful 
welcome and hospitality than in Dixie 
“As a representative in this body of 
what has come to be known as the New 
South,” Mr. Robinson said, “I bow my 
head. I cut a wild rose blooming in 
the garden of Dixie and lay it on 
tomb of the great, humble, immortal 
Lincoln.” 
Heflin Eulogy Given. 

Senators J. Thomas Heflin, of Ala- 
bama, and William C. Bruce, of Mary- 
land, also eulogized Lincoln. Senator 
Reed Smoot, of Utah, in his tribute gave 
® warning against “a snare of political 
internationalisms,’ and urged adher- 
ence to a policy of nationalism. His 
attack was leveled on women’s peace 
organizations and others, which are 
teaching within the country a doctrine 
of internationalism. 

In the House chamber Representative 
Meyer Jacobstein, of New York, intro- 
cuced a bill to make Lincoln’s birth an- 
niversary a legal holiday in the District 
of Columbia. Mr. Jacobstein declared 
that with the passing of 63 years since 
Lincoln’s death it was strange that Con- 
gress had never taken action to legally 
commemorate his birth. He pointed out 
that the day was a legal holiday in 28 
States, “but right here in the Nation’s 
Capital, where Lincoln wrought the 
work that made him immortal, the date 
of his birth still remains uncommemo-~ 
rated by legal act.’ 

After wreaths were placed at the 
base of the statue, Senator Frank B. 
Willis, of Ohio, delivered the eulogy to 
the martyred President. Music was ren- 
dered by the United States Marine 
Band. The color guard included sol- 


diers, sailors, marines and coast guards-

Cooper pointed out that Lincoln 
finally issued the emancipation procla- 
mation, not as President, but as com- 
mander in chief of the armies, freeing 
the slaves as a military move. But be- 
fore doing so, he erdeavored repeatedly 
to arrange with the South to emanci- 
pate the slaves upon the basis of com- 
pensation, but the South refused and 
nothing came of Lincoln’s appeals. Mr. 
Cooper called upon his hearers to re- 
member that the proclamation freeing 
the slaves applied only to the States 
then in open rebellion against the 
United States Government. 

“He hated human slavery personally, 
but throughout his whole public career 
he always stood for the Union, the Con- 
stitution and the enforcement of the 
law, regardless of his own personal 
opinion. Despising human slavery, he 
stood for the Constitution which sup- 
ported and sustained it. He declared 
himself unalterably opposed to the ex- 
tension of slavery into the free States, 
but never once did he advocate the 
abolition of slavery in the States where 
it existed.” 


Viquez Is Reelected 
Costa Rica President 


San Jose, Costa Rica, Feb. 13 (A.P.). 
Cleto Gonzales Viquez, of the National- 
ist party, was elected president of Costa 
Rica, receiving 41,722 votes in the bal- 
loting yesterday. This will be the sec- 
ond term for Senor Viquez. He served 
as head of the republic during the 
period of 1906 to 1910. His new term 
will begin May 8. The Republican can- 
didate received 28,559 votes. 

The elections were held without dis- 
order. Sixteen Nationalist deputies and 
six Republicans were elected to the 
new congress.

The morale of the marines in Nicara- 
gua is “fine,” according to Maj. Gen. 
John A, Lejeune, commandant of the 
Marine Corps, back here yesterday after 
a two weeks’ inspection of marines in 
that country. Conditions are generally 
optimistic, he said. 

Explaining he could not give any in- 
formation on the size or condition of 
the. forces of the insurgent general, 
Sandino, he said that little trouble was 
experienced with the rebels while he 
was there. He corroborated earlier re- 
ports that the best of fecling exists 
between other Nicaraguans and marines. 
Saying, he did not know where San- 
dino’s men obtained thelr arms and 
munitions, he expressed the opinion 
that it might have been left over from 
earlier bands of rebels. Some of the 
machine guns used, he said, were of the 
Lewis type such as were employed by 
American forces in the World War. 

He particularly complimented 
| aviation activities of the corps in 
| Nicaragua, saying that planes were 
fiying from 2'% to 4 hours every day, 
searching the mountainous regions in 
Which Sandino is making his stand. 
“These aviators fly over the moun- 
tainous country with only rugged 
peaks below them, and no place at 
ali to lamd,” he said. “And it speaks 
well for the planes and pilots,” recall- 
ing that in but one instance had there 
/ been an accident caused by a forced 
landing. 

Maj. Gen. Lejeune inspected 
Corps activities on the Pacific Coast, 
where he said there was a shortage 
of personnel due to heavy withdrawals 
of troops for Nicaragua and China.

LT 
CONTROL OF TRAINS. 


Since 1925 the Chicago & North Western 
Railroad has been installing an automatic 
train-control system between Chicago and 
Omaha. It has just announced that the system 
will be completed May 1. The 500-mile stretch 
is the longest system of automatic train control 
in the world, and represents an investment of 
some $5,000,000. : 

This particular system is activated by an 
electric current that flows down one track and 
up the other. The current is picked up by coils 
on the locomotives, located in front of the 
engine wheels about 6 inches above the 
tracks. At danger signals, or when another 
train is operating in the same block, the auto- 
matic control begins, a whistle starts blowing, 
and if the engineer does not act, the control 
automatically cuts the speed of the train to 
20 miles an hour, when a second whistle of 
a different tone is sounded, If the engineer 
does not reduce his speed further, the full con- 
trol takes effect and stops the train,

THE UNEARTHMENT OF UR. 


For several years the University of Penn- 
Sylvania, together with the British Museum, 
has been at work unearthing Ur of the Chal- 
dees. Incidentally the size and importance of 
the city has disclosed that when Abraham went 
out from Ur the patriarch turned his back upon 
a great metropolis, in which doubtless he had 
suffered rebuffs and worse in his efforts to 
preach the doctrine of one God. The type of 
religion disclosed in the recently announced 
uncovering of the burial chambers of Queen 
Shub-ad tends to confirm what was already 
believed. The burial of a sovereign was at- 
tended with the sacrifice or burial alive of 
many persons and also of animals. It was 
made an o¢casion for vast pomp and ceremony, 
as the vast assortment of funeral articles at- 
test. The amazing quantity and variety and 
value of this late loot from an ancient tomb 
gives the discovery of the place of interment 
of the Chaldean queen an importance to 
the archeologist equal to that of the uncover- 
ing of the tomb of’Tutankhamen in Egypt. 

The finds at Ur show that the arches which 
are a part of the tomb construction are 
examples in the history of mankind. Door- 
Ways crowned with true arches of baked 
brick, and chambers vaulted with arches, of 
which a few of the rings remain, show that 
the arch was as commonly used then as at any 
later period in history. Yet the archeologists 
until now have been giving to a drain at. Nip- 
pur, in the third millennium B. C., credit for 
showing the earliest known arch.

MACAULAY’S LETTERS. 
When, some 50 years ago, Sir George Otto 
Trevelyan brought out his delightful biography 
of his uncle, under the title of “The Life and 


Letters of Lord Macaulay,’”’ he, of course, exer- 
cised his judgment, and left several of the 
letters unpublished. Now, Macaulay had one 
intimate friend outside his own family circle, 
and with thig friend, Thomas Flower Ellis, 
he maintained a steady correspondence during 
00 years. The letters which Macaulay sent 
Ellis, in number about 250, have recently been 
presented, in the original manuscript, by the 
grandson of Ellis to the library of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, and constitute a notable 
gift. 

With many of these letters readers of Tre- 
velyan are already acquainted, and these pos- 
sess their own interest, for they deal with 
great events—the passing of the reform Dill 
in 1831, the administrative changes on which 
Macaulay was engaged in India, the elections 
he contested, the publication of his Lays and 
Speeches; the writing of his History; but it 
is the unpublished letters which speak so in- 
timately from the written page, that will, for 
some time to come, engage and receive most 
attention.

Yet had he made no such state- 
ment, even those whose interest in chess is 
only of the most casual nature must realize 
that Capablanca, to have occupied the position

ENGLISH SPEECH. 

We are often told that English is a 
harsh language, and yet it contains the 
same vowel sounds as Italian, French 
and Spanish, says Dr. Frank H. Vizetelly, 
the lexicographic sharp. The blame 
for this harshness should not be put 
vpon the language, but upon those 
persons who misinterpret and abuse it. 
If our words are to be audible, intelli- 
gible, and agreeable our enunciation 
must be melodious. Do justice to the 
vowel elements of English speech and 
you will find that speech full of beauty 
and melody of sound. ‘Why are we told 
that Italian is preeminently the lan- 
guage of song? Because of the abun- 
dance of its vowel-sounds. Why 1s 
Italian speech more euphonious than 
English to the American ear? Not be- 
cause it has more vowel-sounds, but 
because the Italian rms his vowels 
more carefully and utters them more 
sonorously than we utter ours, The 
vowels are preeminently the music of 
standardized speech, just as> the con- 
sonants are its noises. As the conso- 
nants are suppressed or imperfectly 
uttered, articulation becomes propor- 
tionately indistinct, but to neglect the 
vowels is to divest one’s speech of its 
beauty as a means of expression; for, 
as Dr. Harold Ford has expressed it, 
“The vowel is the flesh and blood of 
words, without which the consonants 
are but the dry bones.” By the vowels 
alone do we develop intensity, purity 
and sweetness of voice. Some of us 
have acquired the habit of speaking 
with the tceth compressed or with 
the mouth almost shut. Such of us 
as follow this practice reduce to a min- 


imum the sonority of the vowels, impair 
the quality of the voice, reduce its 
power. and lessen the extent of its 
reach,

Here is the record, which 
speaks for itself: Our personnel of se- 
lected officers and men numbered 113,- 
756, all of whom should be ready to 
fight; 60,628 were on the sick list, an 
aggregate of 1,271,416 days; 345 died, 
2,239 were invalided back to civil life, 
sickness, pensions and deaths after 
discharge unknown. The sickness cost 
$3, 094,606.< 34, 

For several years the records indi- 
cate a material shortage of medical 
officers, nurses and dental surgeons. 
For obvious reasons, Navy and civilian 
health are not comparable. The Navy 
is a fighting machine. I can establish 
from first-hand knowledge, including 
criticisms of other officers, which never 
reach of the people, the reasons and 
remedies for the situation.

Besides challenging the power of the 
commission to make the inquiry, Séna- 
tor Walsh assailed some of its members. 
He called attention that Abraham F. 
Myers’ work as an assistant attorney 
general in the Ward baking dissolution 
case had been the subject of inquiry 
by a Senate judiciary subcommittee 
and was dealt with in reports now be- 
fore the judiciary committee.

‘this same commission.’ 

Senator Walsh denied any intima-

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COMMISSION MEN 
OPPOSE PATTERSON 
“TANCT FOR MARKET 


City Heads Are Urged to Ad- 
here to Recommendations 
of Southwest Site. 


RAILROAD LOCATION 
DECLARED ADVANTAGE 


Hope for Big Profits in Specu- 
lative Land Deal Intimated 
In Letter. 


A protest against the use of the Pat- 
terson tract for the proposed mar et 
and a demand that the Commissioners 
proceed with their plan to locate the 
market in Southwest Washington were 
placed before the District Commission- 
ers yesterday by a group of 40 commis- 
sion merchants and wholesalers of per- 
ishable food products who claimed to 
represent “the bulk of the wholesale 
business in market supplies of the 
city.” 

The letter from this group of busi- 
ness men followed one sent to the Com- 
missioners several days ago by another 
group which announced that it had 
completed plans for purchase of the 
Patterson tract for the market site. 

Yesterday’s letters said that “it is of 
prime importance to the public that 
the wholesale market houses be located 
at a railroad terminal where carlot re- 
ceivers of perishable freight can deliver 
direct from the cars and eliminate the 
high cost o. drayage and rehandling. 
This would reduce the price of food 
sold at wholesale and at retail. Other- 
wise this cost must be passed on to the 
ultimate consumers. There are no 
freight rail facilities into the Patterson 
tract, and there is no probability that 
there ever will be.” 


To Locate in Southwest, 


Those signing the letter declared it 
to be their intention to locate their 
business houses in the approved area 
of Southwest Washington. 

In their argument against the Eck- 
ington sité, the business men declared 
that: 

“It is true that the Patterson tract is 
close to the Union Passenger Station, 
but the fact is that he bulk of perish- 
able freight delivered in this city from 
the South, North and West is unloaded 
at the terminals in Southwest Wash- 
ington. 

“Passage to and from 
tract is limited to 


the Patterson 
Florida avenue, 


‘which already carries very heavy traffic 


movement during business hours, and, 
if a wholesale marketing center were 
established there the resulting con- 
gestion on this one artry would de- 
moralize the operation of market func- 
tions. 

“It is claimed that the Patterson 
tract is close to the center of popula- 
tion and close to the center of the 
buying public. In reference to this it 
is to be noted that the buyers for the 
market stores, hotels, restaurants and 
other large users of perishable food 
products who regularly patronize the 
wholesale market houses and the Farm- 
ers’ Market have strongly urged the 
concentration of a wholesale food area 
in Southwest Washington adjacent to 
the rail and water terminals and the 
Municipal Fish Market, where they can 
organize their quantity buying on the 


most economical and efficient basis. 


“It must be apparent that the dealers 
who have been prevailed upon to sign 
the petition for your cooperation in de- 
veloping the Patterson tract for whole- 
sale marketing purposes were not actu- 
ated by a sound belief that it is the 
logical place for this business, but 
rather by the hope of big profits or 
bonuses through the promotion of a 
speculative land deal which could not 
possibly work to the general benefit of 
Washington and should not have the 
sanction of the Board of Commissioners 
or of Congress.”

FNGINEER PLANS WORK 
CHAN BBIDGE SPAN 


Reconstruction of Virginia 
Abutment to Be Started 
Early in March. 


EQUIPMENT 


IS SECURED 


Official authorization for the recon- 
struction of the Virginia abutment of 
Chain Bridge by day labor was voted 
yesterday by the Commissioners and 
Capt. H. C. Whitehurst, assistant to the 
Engineer Commissioner, made prepara- 
tions to get the work under way as 
early in March as the weather will per- 
mit. Whitehurst expects that the work 
will be completed within three months 
after it is started, but this estimate is 
subject to reservations in that no one 
knows the condition of the bank of the 
Potomac River behind the present 
faulty abutment, which is 115 years old. 

Congress appropriated $40,000 for the 
item in the deficiency act approved De- 
cember 22, and Capt. Whitehurst there- 
after visited the Wilson Dam project at 
Florence, Ala., to arrange to borrow and 
buy equipment used by the War De- 
partment on that project. Whitehurst 
yesterday wrote the Army engineer of 
that district to ship the equipment, 
which includes a steel A frame, a stiff- 
leg derrick and a holsting engine. He 
also is going to hire temporarily a rig- 
ger foreman from the Wilson Dam proj- 
ect to oversee the work on Chain Bridge 

The bridge span resting on the abut- 
ment to be replaced will be slung to 
the apex of the steel A frame for sup- 
port while the new abutment is built. 
It will also be securely guyed on each 
side to prevent wind from swaying it 
and weakening ifs support. The bridge 
will be entirely redecked, fitted with a 
new wooden floor and “steel _ traffic 
treads. Capt. Whitehurst has asked to 
have the rigger foreman report here 
March 5 and hopes weather will permit 
the work to proceed at that time. 


Dr. Simon to Debate 
Judge Ben B. Lindsey

“I am happy to de- 
bate with the Rev. Dr. Simon the sub- 
ject of legalizing companionate mar- 
riage,” he said. “I feel that companton- 
ate marriage would put an end to one 
great and striking evil of American 
civilization. It would raise the dense 
fog of the sex obsessions, through which 
so many Americans, young and old, 
must move i. their daily life.”

STOCKHOLDERS’ MEETING 
NEW LEGAL PROBLEM 


Hearings May Have to Be De- 
ferred Until After March 17, 
Date Set. 


The street car merger agreement en- 
tered into by the directors of the Capi- 
tal Traction, Washington Railway & 
Electric and’ Washington Rapid Transit 
Companies is expected to be submitted 
tomorrow to the Public Utilities Com- 
mission and by that body made pub- 
lic. Five thousand copies of the 4,500- 
word document were printd yesterday 
but were s0 well guarded that the 
secrecy that had been maintained con- 
cerning the provisions of the agreement 


remained unbroken. 

Harley P. Wilson, of the North Amer- 
ican Co., of New York, is the man who 
is holding up the merger agreement 
for another 24 hours. It was expected 
that it would be presented to the com- 
mission today. Wilson is preparing a 
letter of transmittal address to the 
commission and he sald yesterday that 
he wanted to revise his letter and that 
therefore he thought the agreement 
would not be presented until tomorrow. 


Law Tangle Over Date. 


Meetings of the stockholders of the 
Capital Traction Co. and the Washing- 
ton Railway & Electric Co. have been 
called for March 17. If the corpora- 
tion counsel should decide that the law 
required that the companies be given 
30 days’ notice of public hearings on 
the merger agreement, the companies 
are willing to waive such notice, their 
representatives said yesterday. There- 
upon Corporation Counsel W. W. Bride 
was asked to give an opinion as to 
whether the commission lawfully cou'd 
accept such walver, among the other 
legal questions with which he is 
wrestling. 

If ne decides that the stockholders 
have to pass on the agreement before 
the commission considers it, the addl- 
tional question wili be placed before 
him whether the hearings have to be 
deferrec until after the March 17 
stockholderr meetings, or whether the 
commission can go ahead with hear- 
ings aeferring only its decisions on 
merger questions unti: after the stock- 
holders express themseives. 


Union Wants Guarantees. 


The street car men’s union replied 
yesterday to the letter of the Capital 
Traction Co. in which that corpora- 
tion refused to try to bind the merged 
company to a lavor policy demanded 
by the union. W. Jett Lauck and Ar- 
thur tturges, economists representing 
the tnion, said .n their communica- 
tion to the company that they would 
“oppose to the utmost” consummation 
of any merger agreement not contain- 
ing the guarantees the union asks, 
They svaid: 

“These fundamenta! guarantees to 
employes can not be left, as you sug- 
gest, tc negotiations between manage- 
ment und employes after the new com- 
pany nas been put into operation.” 

The guarantees are for the right of 
employes to organize and enjoy cole 
lective bargaining through represent- 
atives of their own choice, an eight- 
hour basic day, a just and equitable 
wage and arbitratoin of all disputes 
unsusceptible of settlement through 
negotiation.

Hit by Locomotive
